NEW LEASE GRANTED. : 
Kuals Lipis, 22nd Nov. 

‘A new lease to the Punjom Miniog Com- 
pany, which has hitherto been working 
without o direct title from the State, has 
just been issued by Government.’ The 
document, which is the result of protracted 
tiegotiations, conveya mining rights over 
an area of fifty square miles, for # poriod 
of fifty years terminating in 1948, on pay- 
ment of a merely nominal onaual rental: 
Among the important clauses is.one deal- 
ing with the labour question. It is- pro- 
yided that the Company. must continu. 
ously employ for mining purposes not 
Yess. than one. labourer for every ten 
acres of land leased. In the event of 
this provision’ not boing carried out tite. 
rally, tA Compsny has the option of 
employing tho equivalent of auch labour in 
machinery and local supervision, the work- 
ing value of ‘an’. Asiatic mining labourer 
being, under tho lease, reckoned as equal 
to $100 ger annum, oud in-machinery one 
horsepowor being taken 35° equivalent: to 
26 labourers: . Another clause provides for 
the oxemption of the lessces from-the pay- 
ment of all datics-or taxes "now, or here- 
aftor to. become, payable in Pahang, ex- 
cepting duties on opium, spirits, and to- 
baeco imported, which will have to Uo paid 
at whatever rates. may -be. in foreo from 
time. to. time.

Bir Robert Ball, Prestdaat of tho Royal 
Astronomical. Sonioty, racently delivorad, 
{n tho Birkbock Inatitute,.a lectura on ‘Tho 
Lanoes of Haavon,’ telling about the great 
showers of shooting atsrs that may be ore 
pected in November, 1698 or 1809, Fora 
poriod of & thoveand yoara great showers 
of slars had recurred overy thirty-three 
years. with moro or less regularity, The 
first that tdok place in this century-was on 
November 13, 18: An ordinary shooting 
star, even though. it traced out a brillinnt 
streak across the star-spangled vaults, waa 
by'no means a largo object. A-meteor was 
not sobig.a8 the moon.’ The shooting-star 
was ‘less than a iduntain ora hill; it 


was not ao large as a church; it was}. 


even amaller than a cottage ; nob often 
were the shooting stars so heavy as a 
turnip, or even as-o potato; and many 
a bright shooting star was no larger than 
an ordinary—bean ; they were frequently 
not so large as a pea. Among the in- 
numerable mytiads.of shooting stars many 
wero, in truth, neither larger: nor‘ heavier 
than the grains of sand on the soa shoro. 
For thousands of years—he -believed for 
tens or hundreda of thousands: of years— 
the little meteor had been hurrying through 
apace with that extraotdiaary speed. which’ 
utterly transcended -any “velocity ‘that 
could bo- produced on earth. -Tha earth 
was humbarded by shooting stars, day, and 
night, year inand year out, by hundrada 
of thousands of them, which, though small, 
possessed extraordinary power for doing 
mischief.
